Claims 24-46 are generic to the following 5 disclosed patentably distinct 
inventions of unrelated chemical structure and function, which share no special 
technical features: 

a) baculovirus p35 gene, 

b) a cowpoxvirus crmA gene, 

c) herpesvirus-derived v-FLIP gene, 

d) a baculovirus v-lAP gene, 

e) an adevnovirus Adl4.7 gene. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed invention 
from Groups (a)-(e) above for prosecution. This is not a species election. 

In addition to inventions listed as a-e above each invention is directed to the 
following distinct species of unrelated structure: 

1 ) Chinese hamster ovary cells (CHO cells); A mouse myeloma cell, a BHK cell, 
a 293 cell and a COS cell (see claim 30), 

2) any of the promoters recited in claims 32-33. 

When electing any of the inventions from Groups (a)-(e) above, applicant is 
advised to simultaneously elect a single species from each of Groups 1-2 above. 

There is an examination and search burden for these patentably distinct 
inventions (as well as species) due to their structural and functional characteristics. 
Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a single invention to be examined even though the
